Italy is emerging as the new power 
as Germany has slowed and Austria has been having trouble with Turkey. With Russia 
now capable of defending herself, Germany will find the going rough. Turkey is 
going to need help either from Russia or Austria to survive, and is unlikely to 
find such aid from Austria . If the Austro-Russian alliance holds, look for Turkey 
to follow Prance off the board while Germany comes under rapid attack. Perhaps a 
German-Russian alliance could stop the Austro^Italina thrust, and make a game of it.
